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As a barometer of business conditions throughout 
the country, the receipts at the postoffices are regarded 
as of great value.

The increases varied all the way from .02 
per cent at Albany, N.-Y., to 30.77 per cent at Provi- 
dence, R. I. 








Ir A manufacturer’s products have excellence, why 
shouldn’t he get the credit for it? Is it fair that 
the jobber should demand of the manu- 
facturer that the latter supply him with 
goods bearing a brand other than that 
which the manufacturer uses as_ his 
trade-mark, and for which he has created a demand 
and rendered popular by years of advertising? Is 
it just that a manufacturer should be expected to 
lose his identity as a maker of standard grade goods. 
by being compelled to market same under a private 
brand, mainly for the purpose of advertising the 
jobber at the manufacturer’s expense? Is it doing the 
manufacturer justice that the ultimate consumer 
should be persuaded to buy a standard made article 
under some trade-name unknown to him and different 
from that under which he may have been purchas- 
ing said article for years? Isn’t it worth something 
at least, to a manufacturer of a trade-marked line of 
nardware to have a consumer enter a store and ask 
for an auticle bearing the manufacturer's brand, in 
the same way that a woman would visit a grocery 
store and ask for a can of “Royal” baking powder? 
Surely it would not be playing fair with the manu- 
facturer for the dealer to insist upon selling the 
purchaser a non-advertised brand of goods instead 
of the staple brand demanded by him! 

The growth of the “private brand” evil has about 
resolved itself into this: Is the manufacturer to own 
his own business or is it to pass into the control

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of those who buy his products? Manifestly, jobbers 
who 4nsist upon manufacturers supplying them with 
special brand goods would laugh at the idea that 
they would essay to run the latter’s business, but 
this, in fact, is what they really try to do when they 
make such a demand. The trouble of today between 
capital and labor is that labor insists upon dictating 
the terms under which a business should be con- 
ducted. A similar condition is being brought about 
by those who would dictate to the manufacturer the 
name under which he should market his products by 
compelling him to render obscure his trade-mark. 

When a customer enters a store to buy an article 
bearing the manufacturer’s brand he can depend upon 
getting what he asks for, and should he have reason 
to complain of the quality he can appeal to the manu- 
facturer for redress, knowing that the manufacturer’s 
reputation is at stake when. goods of an inferior 
quality are purchased bearing his brand. Unfortun- 
ately, the same condition does not always exist when 
the buyer invests in an article bearing a private and 
non-advertised brand. He is entirely at the mercy 
of the seller or of the distributor of the brand of 
goods which he buys. He cannot appeal to the manu- 
facturer in case of dissatisfaction, as the identity of 
the latter is, in the case of private marked goods, 
very frequently not disclosed. Furthermore, special 
branded goods often cost the consumer more than 
the manufacturer’s standard brands, for the latter 
are usually listed at a set price which is everywhere 
known. 

A trade-mark is the only guarantee that a manu- 
facturer has that his products are not being imitated, 
and advertising such trade-mark not only protects 
the trade- name of an article, but also stands as a 
guarantee of quality to the consumer. How often 
does a consumer change from one brand to another, 
and why? Is it not because some maker, whose brand 
he has been accustomed to, fails to keep him as well 
informed as some other maker who advertises more 
extensively? When a man buys an advertised stand- 
ard make of saw or stove he can be reasonably sure 
of what he is getting. 

It has cost the manufacturer much to popularize 
his products and to build up a reputation for them, 
and to any unprejudiced mind it would seem totally 
unjust to demand of him that he destroy his identity 
on goods of his own manufacture. 








THE total production of coal in the United States in 
1908 was. 415,842,698 short tons, having a spot value 
of $532,314,117, according to a report 

Coal issued by the U. S. Geological Survey, 
Production. Department of the Interior. The report, 
which was prepared by Edward W. 

Parker, gives the anthracite production as 83,268,754 
tons valued at $158,178,849, and the bituminous as 
332.573.944 tons having a spot value of $374,136,262. 
Notwithstanding the year was one of general depres- 
sion in the industry the production exceeded that of 
any previous year with the sole exception of 1907, 
when the principal complaint.of the operators, .at least 
until the depression manifested itself, was the scarcity 
of labor and cars. Compared with 1907, the produc- 
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tion of 1908 showed a decrease of 64,520,726 short 
tons or 13.43 per cent, and of $82,484,781 or 13.42, per 
cent in value. The decrease in the Pennsylvania an- 
thracite production was but 2.73 per cent in quantity 
and 3.3 per cent in value. In bituminous the decrease 
was 15.75 per cent in quantity and 17.08 per cent in 
value. The comparatively small decrease in the per- 
centage of value was due in part to the necessity of 
maintaining prices. In most of the important produc- 
ing states operations are carried on under agreement 
with the United Mine Workers of America, and as 
there was no cut in wages the relative cost of produc- 
tion remained the same in 1908 as in 1907. Another 
reason for the slight falling off was the fact that on 
account of trade conditions consumers were more ex- 
acting in their demands than in the previous year when 
operators were able to market practically all of the 
coal they could mine, 

Of the 30 coal-producing states and territories, only 
three California, Oregon and Texas, noted increases in 
production. The first two increases were unimpor- 
tant. In Texas, the increase was due in part to 
the continued decrease in petroleum production, the 
rapid growth in population and the prosperous con- 
ditions prevailing in the commonwealth. Massa- 
chusetts appears, for the first time, as a coal pro- 
ducer, 50 tons of lignite having been mined in Vine- 
yard Haven for local use. Pennsylvania showed the 
largest decrease in the production of bituminous coal, 
the falling off being 32,963,650 short tons, of which 
almost 14,000,000 tons was in coal made into coke. The 
second largest decrease was suffered by West Virginia 
where the output declined 6,193,740 tons. Illinois, the 
second in rank among the coal-producing states, suf- 
fered less than any of the other important producers, 
decrease being 7.13 per cent in quantity or 3,657.456 
tons, and in value, 8.61 per cent, or $4,709,135. The 
average price per ton for bituminous coal and ‘lignite 
in 1908 was $1.12 per ton, 2 cents less than the aver- 
age of 1907 and one cent more than that of 1906. The 
average price of anthracite at the mines in Pennsyl- 
vania was $2.35 per long ton both in 1908 and 1907. 

The report points out that considerable quantities 
of coal are sold below the cost of production. — All the 
profits on anthracite mining are made on sizes above 
pea coal, which represents little more than 60 per cent 
of the production. The smaller sizes, which are sold 
for steaming coal and compete with bituminous, are 
sold at prices considerably below production costs. In 
the bituminous region, particularly outside the coking 
coal fields, a large proportion of the product.is mar- 
keted as screened coal and in many cases the slack and 
other sizes below nut are marketed at less than the cost 
of mining. The total production of coal from 1814, 
when 22 tons were mined, to 1865, amounted to 284,- 
890,055 short tons. In each decade since 1865, the 
output practically has been doubled. The production 
from 1866 to 1875 was 419,425,104 tons, and in the 
following decade 847,760,319 tons. In the decade 
ending 1905 the production was 2,832,402,746 tons, 
the average annual output for the decade being 283,- 
240,275 short tons. The average annual production 
for the three years since the close of that decade was 
436,787,800 short tons, an increase of 54.2 per cent. 
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The total production of coal in the 95 years since the 
first recorded production, has been 7,280,940,265 tons. 
The report also directs attention to the fact that while 
the population of the country has increased about 234 
times, the coal production has increased from a per 
capita production of about one-quarter of a ton to 5% 
tons in 1907 and 4.78 tons in 1908. 








RETURNING to the United States temporarily after 
four years of continuous service at his post, United 
States Consul Birch of Alexandria, 

American Foypt, recently told the newspaper re- 

Markets in ‘ , ; 

eet: porters at Philadelphia that Egypt is 

a great coming market for American 
goods, although conditions there are essentially differ- 
ent, as regards American business, from those any- 
where else in the East. English authority is domin- 
ant there, both politically and commercially; at the 
head of every public institution in Egypt is an Eng- 
lishman; and wherever and whenever it is possible 
the English recommend their own countrymen’s 
products and misrepresent the character of all other 
goods and belittle their value; still, the Egyptians are 
already beginning to demand and to insist on having 
the very best goods to be had, and especially in im- 
proved machinery, regardless of the nationality of 
the manufacturers. This is the American oppor- 
tunity. But there is something else to be considered. 
Consul Birch says: 

“The chief export of the country is cotton, of which 
the United States purchased more than $10,000,000 
worth last year; and in return the Egyptians pur- 
chased about one million dollars’ worth of American 
lumber, coal and machinery. The main reason why 
the Americans have not done more business with 
Egypt, omitting British influence, is on account of 
the lack of a direct freight steamship line there; for 
up till July of this year, when a ship of a Greek 
line, hailing from Philadelphia and New York ar- 
rived at Alexandria, all goods had to be taken hence 
to an English port, then transferred to another ship 
going to Egypt. And these transfer charges put 
the American out of the running. The subsidization 
of the ships of other nations must also be taken into 
account.” 

The same old story—not only the constant inter- 
position of British influence, always militantly anti- 
American in commercial affairs, but also the con- 
tinued handicap of subsidized British ships and the 
subsidized ships of the other maritime nations! 
American capital cannot engage profitably in the 
operation of American steamship lines between Egypt 
and the United States without liberal ocean-mail sub- 
ventions from the Federal Government or direct sub- 
sidies, so long as Congress declines to extend the 
much-needed aids. 

On the other hand, here is the Peninsular and 
Orental line, subsidized by Great Britain, paying divi- 
dends all the way from 8 to 14 per cent. Let us 
take the period from 1896 to Igor inclusive—a time 
when freights the world over were exceptionally low 
and the cost of coal and other supplies unusually 
high. The average yearly dividend of the Peninsular 
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and Oriental company for that period was’II per 
cent; the Union-Castle company’s average was 5.5 
per cent; that of the Pacific Steam 5.3 per cent ; while 
the Cunard, the Royal Mail and the Union company 
of New Zealand paid respectively average dividends 
of 4.2, 5 and 6.3 per cent. 

The Hamburg-American line declared a dividend 
of 11 per cent for 1905 and of 10 per cént for 1906, 
as against 9 per cent for 1904. The Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha (Japanese) declared a dividend for the half- 
year ended September 30, 1905, of 12 per cent on its 
line to Australia. The Messageries Maritimes, one 
of the great French companies, earned a 5 per cent 
dividend in 1905, as compared with 4 per cent in 
1904. For the half-year ended March 31, 1906, the 
Nippon Yusen, Kaisha, on its lines in general, declared 
a 15 per cent dividend. 

Only give American ships equal advantages with 
their foreign competitors, and they will not only 
carry American trade into Egypt and every other 
foreign country but will at the same time earn hand- 
some dividends for their American owners. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The biggest “knock” ever handed to the city of 
Chicago within my knowledge was given by Frank 
Albert Fetter, Professor of Political Economy at 
Cornell University, at Ithaca, N. Y., in a lecture de- 
livered recently by him on the subject of philanthropy 
and public health. This is what he said, or, at least, 
what he is credited with having said: “Chicago is 
a wooden city with brick veneer to cover it up. It 
is a city of dilapidated, second-hand houses. The 
visitor there sees a veneered city of brick, covering a 
wooden tumble-down shanty town. Chicago is built 
on a swamp, and the streets are elevated six or eight 
feet above the level of the ground. Chicago has a 
luxury of alleys. New York has no alleys. As they 
are used, they are not exactly thoroughfares of en- 
joyment. The garbage cans would not be so bad if 
they were emptied once a week, but if one visits an 
alley in August, when the cans have not been emptied 
since. July, he realizes that here is a sanitary problem 
of some importance. A man started out to hunt for 
the pavement there. He was told by the officials that 
there had never been any pavement, but after consid- 
erable excavating he found it in a fair state of preser- 
vation due to the exclusion of the air, perhaps. 
Lodgers sleep in relays, and the bed clothes never get 
cold. The day workers sleep there during the night, 
and when they go to work in the morning the night 
workers take their places.” And yet Chicago, accord- 
ing to statistics, is away up at the head of the list of 
healthy cities, the death rate being lower than in any 
of the large cities of the country. Everybody knows 
where Chicago stands a$ an industrial center. The 
learned Professor Fetter must not forget that Chicago 
is only a little over 100 years old, even if it is a 
“shanty town.” Come to Chicago and live, “Prof.!” 
Throw off the shackles of didactic philanthropy at 
Cornell, and do some practical work by cleaning out 
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oureAugean stables! You will be welcomed, I assure 
you. .

He is a wise man who profits by the experience of 
others. Few of us do! Most men ignore that valuable 
school and tempt fate against great odds until their 
own failures and losses teach them the lessons they 
might have learned from others. Coleridge says: “To 
most men experience is like the stern lights of a ship, 
which illumine only the track it has passed.” That is 
because we insist upon foolishly learning every lesson 
from our own hard knocks. Much of Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s success and influence was due to his making it 
a point to profit by the experience of others. He al- 
ways. made it his business to talk with those whom he 
thought knew more than he, and to talk to them upon 
the subjects which he thought they knew most about. 
The experiences of others make a safe ladder for our 
ambitions. Franklin learned some of his most vahi- 
able lessons from the ants. When Benjamin West was 
a very small boy he learned from the Indians how to 
vitalize the juice of the pokeberry and other plants. 
When a little later he developed his art tastes he profit- 
ed by the experiences of the red men, for he was too 
poor to buy paints. The Quakers were not art con- 
noisseurs, and young West found small encouragement 
in his art aspirations. Without paints his hopes would 
have been vain had he not learned his lesson from the 
savages. We do not gain all our profitable experiences 
from those above us in the scale of endeavor. Nor 
do we get all our valuable ideas from the successes of 
those whose experience we consider. Pliny, the elder, 
says, ‘‘the best plan is to profit by the folly of others.” 
There are as great lessons to be learned from defeats 
as from victories. The headstrong man is the one who 
is most given to putting his head in a noose and then 
pulling the string. He forgets that better men than 
he have made costly mistakes. Don’t expect at the out- 
set to know more than the man who does know. “Ex- 
perience keeps a dear school, but fools will learn in no 
other,” was one of Franklin’s proverbs. It has been 
said that “in explaining a theme to another it becomes 
luminous to ourselves.” By that process we often 
find ourselves profiting by our own experience, though 
we may have failed to realize the lesson-value of the 
experience itself. Speculation is a tempter that defies 
experience. The Yukon has been the graveyard of 
unnumbered hopes and uncounted fortunes. Yet men 
continue to take the chances—to lose. Untold disap- 
pointments would have been averted had men been 
willing to profit by other men’s experiences. We seem- 
ingly like to taste the poison ourselves. “Experience,” 
says Oscar Wilde, cynically, “is the name we give to 
our mistakes.”” When we can learn to avoid our own 
mistakes by profiting by the experience or the mistakes 
of other men we will have won one great point in the 
every-day struggle for success.

A FEW SUGGESTIONS CONCERNING THAT 
SAND POWER MACHINE FOR HARD- 
WARE STORE WINDOWS. 


(Jn THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of January 15, Charles 
Hahn, 1225 North Irving Avenue, Chicago, submitted 
an idea te attract attention to a display in a hardware 
store window, presenting a sketch of a device to be 
run by sand from a hopper, it having been his ex- 
perience that anything moving in a store window 1s 
the first thing to attract attention. Mr. Hahn here- 
with coffers a few more suggestions to be used in con- 
nection with the sand power device referred to.) 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

“Here are a few suggestions which window trim- 
mers might use in connection with the sand power 
machine : 

“For harness and harness trimmings—Figure of a 
Horse. Take a coal hod and turn it up side down. 
Fasten Tee hinges at the bottom for ears; use two 
bridle buttons for eyes, harness rings for eyelids, 
frayed rope for mane and forelock, a milk or cream 
can for neck, ironing board for body, a three-inch 
spout for legs, funnels for hoofs (elbows for one leg 
to be lifted), paint two bent buckles red ‘on edges and 
fasten in proper place for nostrils, cover the body with 


a horse blanket. 
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“Then take a scoop or any piece of tinware that 
will help the effect and fasten in the mouth of.coal 
hod in such a way that it balances evenly, solder a 
wire crank on off side and connect it to the power de- 
vice, so that when the wheel is started the scoop or 
lower jaw will move up and down. Can also con- 
nect to tail, which is to be of frayed rope or a duster. 


Endeavor to have the motive power out of sight. So 
much for the ‘attention first.’ Now for the back 
ground: 


“Green or red on a board the width of window 
and height of a man. Make a star out of buckles 
in middle, crescent and star on side using bits, rings 
or anything in the harness line; horse-shoes, nails, 
feed bags, bridles, halters, etc., on the floor, and on 
the board in a position where it won’t spoil the de- 
sign effect, put these words: “Horse Sense,” or “The 
Tale of the Horse,” using rings or buckles for letters. 
The moving pail or moving jaw will give sense to

A NEWLY PATENTED FURNACE REGULATOR. 


John A. Kees of The F. D. Kees Mfg. Co., Beatrice, 
Neb., has been grafted a* United States patent on a 
furnace regulator, application therefor having been 
made on April 21, 1909. The device comprises a suit- 
able casing composed of two parallel side plates and 
a top plate, and a sliding bar between the side plates 
and adjacent to the top plate and having each end 
formed into a hook for receiving connections extend- 
ing respectively to separate oppositely acting draft 
controlling means of the furnace.

In view of the excessive rents demanded in Mos- 
cow, Russia, the larger part of the population has 
been devising means for self-protection in the matter, 
and the result has been the organization of the “Asso- 
ciation of House Owners,” the purpose of the society 
being to purchase land and erect apartment houses 
on the communal plan. Technical and building 
branches of the organization will be formed for the 
purchase of supplies, a central office and _ storage 
rooms being provided; and at this store the members 
will be expected to secure their supplies, at the lowest 
retail prices. All classes of goods will be handled, 
from the smallest household necessity to the higher 
class technical requirements. 

Consul-General John H. Snodgrass of Moscow, has 
been requested to inform American manufacturers 
and exporters that catalogues, price-lists, discount 
sheets and terms of payment are desired. The busi- 
ness manager of the association states that he prefers 
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American supplies to those of any other country, and 
asks that quotations on machinery, apparatus and 
appliances relating to heating, ventilating, lighting, 
lifts (elevators), building material and hardware, 
stoves, ranges and kitchen utensils, machines for 
cleaning carpets and houses, woodworking machinery, 
tools for carpenters, blacksmiths, engineers and othe 
artisans, and novelties of any kind for the house and 
its comfort, be sent through the consul-general to him. 

When samples are submitted and found satisfactory, 
large orders will follow, as every member of the 
organization, being a stockholder, will purchase at 
the central depot and will be a continuous buyer of 
the goods offered by the technical and_ builders’ 
branches. 

American manufacturers who secure connections 
with the Moscow Association will also be recom- 
mended to other associations of the same character 
in many cities of Russia, so that a most extensive 
trade may be secured if the manufacturers in the 
United States exhibit the same zeal and energy that 
is now being manifested by European competitors, 
who are on the ground and who are exerting every 
endeavor to establish themselves with the Association. 

Furthermore, it must not be lost sight of that over 
50 per cent of the members are dealers and importers 
in various branches of industry, so that if the Ameri- 
can manufacturer becomes identified with the Asso- 
ciation and satisfactorily meets its demands, there 
will be a large business to be done with those closely 
affiliated wth the society. 

As the Association will commence operations in 
February, 1910, the Germans and English are already 
at work trying to introduce their goods, but, as has 
already been stated, American supplies are in favor. 
Letters addressed to the American Consulate-General, 
Moscow, Russia, will receive prompt attention.

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PRACTICAL PIPING PROBLEMS. 





BY OEHRING. 

The great extent to which sheet metal piping is 
applied, the problems that are presented by the var- 
ious directions and connections, make this branch of 
sheet metal working very interesting. These prob- 
lems are sometimes very intricate, when the knowl- 
edge of projection drawing is of the greatest value. 

In Fig. 1 is presented a practical piping problem. 
Several vent ducts are carried to the attic of a build- 
ing where they are capped, and from there connectéd 
to a ventilator drum with round pipe. 

In the elevation we note that the square pipes ‘are 
carried up on the outside walls ending at the floor 
line of the attic, in close proximity to the rafters. In 
fact, so near that it is not possible to connect the 
round pipe direct to the tops of the square pipes and 
maintain the capacity of the square pipes. The square 
pipes are therefore capped with circular hoods to give 
the least possible resistance to the air currents, and 
bring the openings to the front. 

In the elevation we note that from the transition 
piece to the ventilator the round pipe takes an upward 
course until it intersects with a frustum of a cone 
or taper piece. Now, by noting the plan, it will be 
seen that this pipe will have to be carried to the left 
at the same time. In neither the elevation nor the 
plan. do we have a true view of the angles at both

ends. 

The intricacy of this problem lies, first, in finding 
the true angles, and second, in finding the line of 
intersection between the round pipe and the frustum 
of the cone at the bottom of the ventilator. It is as- 
sumed that other pipes will connect to this frustum 
of a cone in like manner to the one here shown. 

In working out problems of this nature it is best 
to locate the center lines from which all bases of meas- 
urement are taken. 

The center line H A ir plan and G E in elevation is 
first drawn, then the center line / J is carried through 
the elevation and plan. Locate the point a on line 
G E of elevation at a distance from the transition 
piece to give ample clearance for the angle, then 
locate d on line / J in such a position that the pipe 
will properly connect into the side of the frustum of 
a cone. Connect a d, which is the center line of the 
oblique pipe. Project point a to line H A of plan 
shown by b; the point c in this problem being the 
center of the frustum of the cone in plan. Connect 
b c, which is the center line of the oblique pipe in 
plan. On each side of the center lines here shown 
draw lines representing the atigles and connections in 
question. 

This drawing being made to a scale we will now 
note the dimensions of the various distances required. 
The right triangle being a convenient method to re- 
cord dimensions in this class of problems, ,the dimen- 
sions of importance will here be thus noted. The 
distance from C to D we find is 9’ 021%4”; A.B 8 0”; 
E to F 6’ 0%”. The height of the frustun], 2’ 1” 
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the diameters of the two ends of the frustum, are 4’ 0” 
and 2’ 6”, respectively. The-diameter of the pipe, 
to be of sufficient capacity to equal the rectangular 
pipe, we find is 1’ 11”. We can now proceed to make ° 
our working drawings. These can be made full size 
in actual practice. The writer has here drawn them 
to a scale as large as it is possible to properly present 
them. 

In making the working drawings it is only neces-

sary to draw various views of the center lines and 
such portions of the angles and connections to be able 
to develop the patterns. The essential view will be 
in the direction of-the arrow or dart shown in Fig. 1. 
We therefore draw line 4 B, Fig. 2, 8’ 0” long, and 
line A C 6’ 0%” long, at right angles to A B. Con- 
nect B C. This line will then be the elevation of the 
center line looking in the direction of the dart, Fig. 1. 

Draw line C F of Fig. 2 of an indefinite length, 
and at right angles to B C from C. Draw line D E 


parallel to B C at any convenient distance from C B, 
and project point B to E at right angles to C B. Make 
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D F 9g’ 0%” long. Connect F and E. This line will 
then be the true length of the center line of the 
oblique pipe continued to the center line of the venti- 
lator. The angle F E B will be the true angle of the 
lower angle connecting to the transition piece. With 
B as center draw the circle (a), its diameter being 
equal to that of the pipe. Divide this circle into any 
number of equal spaces as shown. Draw lines 1 S 
and 7 T parallel to B E. On each side of line E F 
draw lines parallel and at distances from it equal to 
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pattern, two pieces of which will make the angle re- 
quired. 

We will now proceed to make the working drawing 
for the upper connection, this connection being con- 
sidered one of the most intricate problems in sheet 
metal cutting. The reason for this is that various 
views will, through necessity, be drawn over one an- 
other, and will require close attention for the begin- 
ner to follow each step. 

Draw the line G H equal to A B or 8 Q”; make

the distance B r. Connect S T and we then have a 
true view of the angle to make the correct change of 
direction towards the ventilator. To develop the pat- 
terri draw the stretchout line Y Z at right angles to 
F E; on it set off the stretchout of the circle (a), 
project the points on the circle to the line S 7, and 
then the points thus established on line S 7 are car- 
ried to lines drawn through Y Z as here shown; the 
curved line carried through the lines of intersection 
carried from the same numerals will complete the 





G I 9 o%” long and at right angles to G H. Con- 
nect J H. This will be the plan view of the center 
line of the oblique pipe. With H as center construct 
the plan of the frustum of the cone (0). Draw line 
H M at right angles to H /. Draw J K parallel to 
H I at any convenient distance from H J; project J 
to J parallel to H M. Make K L 6’ 0%” long. Con- 
nect L with J. Then J L will equal E F and will be 
the true view of the center line of the oblique pipe, 
and H M will be the center line of the ventilator. At 
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right angles to H M, through L, draw N P. Then 
draw N O P R, which is the elevation of the frustum 
of the cone. Extend N Q and P & to O, thereby 
completing the view for the cone of which Q P R N 
is the frustum. 

At some convenient points on lines J L and J A 
draw the circles (c) and (d), equal to and divided like 
circle (a). Now divide one quarter of the large circle 
(b) found by the angle / H K into any number of 
equal spaces, as shown by a b c. Project point a b ¢ 
on this circle toa b ¢ on line N P; connect these lines 
with the point O; at (b) connect a b ¢ with the cen- 
ter 7. These lines are known as elements of a cone. 
From d project the points indefinitely and parallel to 
fe * 

These lines we must now assume to be cutting 
planes through the cone; that is the cone being cut 
off on each one of these lines, and the views of these 
cutting planes must be projected to the plan (b). To 
explain this we will take the line g L and project it 
to the plan. Follow line 4 L to where it crosses N O, 
project this point parallel to H L until it crosses d H. 
Follow 4 L along until it crosses a O, and project it 
to a H of plan (b) in like manner where it crosses 
line b O, ¢ O, and L O, projecting these points to 
b H, c H and K H of plan (b). Through the points 
established in the plan draw the curved line 7 /; this 
then will represent the plan view of the cutting plane 
of the cone as if cut on the line 4 L. Somewhere on 
this cutting plane-will be located the point through 
which the pass. One-half 
only being required in plan, therefore only one-half is 
here carried out, 70 L and 4 L being the same lines 
in elevation, therefore we can project point 7c of (c) 
to the curved line 7 /, and get the same results. Where 
line zo in plan crosses z / will be a point of intersec- 
tion in plan.

For each point required proceed in 
exactly the same manner until all the points of inter- 
section have been found, then both in plan and eleva- 
tion draw curved lines to pass through the points thus 
located. The true view in elevation will then be com- 
pleted as here shown. 

To get the pattern of the oblique pipe where it in- 
tersects with the frustum, draw the stretchout line 
U V at right angles to J L. On it set off the stretch- 
out of (d). Through these points draw the parallel 
lines as shown. From the points of intersection on 
the curved line NV Q draw lines parallel to the stretch- 
out line, crossing the same representative lines in the 
pattern. Where these representative lines cross the 
curved line shown in pattern is drawn, which com- 
pletes this pattern. 

The next step is to draw the pattern for the hole in 
the frustum. In plan (0) draw lines from the center 
H to the-largest circle and crossing the points estab- 
lished on the curved lines 7 k / mn as here shown by 
ef ght. With O as center and O P as radius, draw 
the arc shown at (c) of indefinite length. Draw the 
line O d, and if a b c is spaced off on the arc drawn 
from P, this part will represent the same amount 


shown by the same letters in plan and elevation. From 
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plan (b) take the distance from d to e, and set it off 
from d to e of pattern (e); next take the distance 
from ¢ to where f crosses the large diameter of plan

This means a drop for the week of nearly £2 in the 
price of spot, while futures have shown more strength, 
being only £1 15s lower.

32M%c. Since the close of 1909 the London tin mar- 
ket has declined £7, though prices are still 20 per cent 
above last year. 


LEAD. 

There is no change to note in the lead market, the 
American Smelting & Refining Company still quoting 
4.70c New York. Outside interests are quoting 4.67% 
@4.72%c, the St. Louis quotation being 4.50@4.60c. 
London quotes the market slightly easier at £13 12s 6d. 
The total production of refined lead, desilverized 
and soft, from domestic and foreign ores in 1909 was 
approximately 444,363 short tons, worth at the average 
New York price $38,215,000, as compared to a pro- 
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iuction of 396,433 tons in 1908 and 414,189 tons in 
1907. These figures do not include an estimated out- 
put of 12,860 tons of antimonial lead, as against 13,629 
tons in 1908 and 9,910 tons in 1907. 

Of the total production, desilverized lead of do- 
mestic origin, exclusive of desilverized soft lead, is 
estimated at 209,698 tons, as against 167,790 tons in 
1908; and desilverized lead of foreign origin com- 
prised 87,379 tons, compared to 97,761 tons in 1908. 
The production of soft lead from Mississippi valley 
ores is, estimated at 147,286 tons, as compared with 
130,882 tons in 1908 and 129,607 tons in 1907. Mis- 
souri apparently retained first place among the lead 
producing states. 

The price of lead started in January, 1909, with an 
average of 4.2 cents per pound, falling in March to 
the minimum for the year, 3.95 cents per pound, then 
rising slowly to the close of the year. The average 
New York price for the year was 4.3 cents per pound.

PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market shows a moderate amount of 


improvement, especially in the inquiry for deliveries 
in the last half. The strength of the market in the 
face of so long a period of quiet, has at last convinced 
the buyers that there is to be no material recession 
from the recent price level, and therefore there is a 
growing belief that iron for delivery after July I is a 
purchase at current quotations. 

The movement thus far is limited to the northern 
furnaces and a-few producers in the Virginia field, 
as the Alabama furnaces are not yet willing to open 
their books for the last half. Some of the northern 
furnaces have sold their production pretty well for 
the first half, but are holding back on the more distant 
deliveries, evidently hoping for a substantial advance 
later. 

The feeling throughout the iron trade is of the most 
optimistic character, and rarely has there been mani- 
fest so much confidence in both the volume of business 
and the value of the product. The year IgIo is ex- 
pected to show- an unprecedented output and _ profit 
throughout the trade. 

In the matter of prices, there is a strong feeling pre- 
vailing, and the slight downward tendency previously 
noted has been checked. The Alabama furnaces re- 
port an improved demand for the second quarter, the 
current quotation being $14@14.50 ton, f. 0. b. Birm- 
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ingham, with no quotation available for the last half. 
At the Virginia furnaces, the current quotation is $16 
@16.50 ton, Roanoke. [oth northern and Virginia 
furnaces are disposed to ask a premium for the last 
half.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The promise- held for the early months of 1910 appears 
to have been justified. There is a more brisk inquiry and 
sales for the past week or ten days have been in good volume. 
There is a large tonnage of inquiry pending in the Eastern 
territory and local business is good 

“While there is still weakness in spots among Southern 
sellers, the situation generally seems to be stronger as the 
furnaces have, for the most part, well contracted for their 
first quarter and most of the second quarter output. There 
is some inquiry for third quarter and last half and a small 
amount of orders have been entered for these deliveries, 
but as yet this business is not general nor encouraged by 
sellers. 

“The principal item of interest now is difficulty of the 
railroads in handling shipments and this will be felt in the 
production for the month on account of furnaces having to 
bank, due to non-receipt of fuel. Foundries likewise are 
having difficulty in getting shipments through with average 
promptness and are specitying for shipments as far ahead 
as they can figure their needs. 

“Coke is without change, but shipments are feeling the 
effect of poor handling by the railroads. Production and 
prices are about the same. There is nothing more than the 
usual run of fair coke business to report.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Those who expected that by this time pig iron prices 
would be breaking all records are disappointed, but those who 
hoped to see the iron trade slowly and steadily develop along 
broad lines have had their hopes fulfilled. The manner of the 
revival of the iron trade promises a long continuance of good 


and profitable business. Manufacturers have in a measure 
felt their way and have largely waited for a demand instead 
of anticipating it. This means that the whole trade is on 


the foundation of actual business and shops and foundries are 
not running on the vague and uncertaift hope that the future 
may atone for the deficiencies of the past and present 

“During the week there has been no letup in the buying 
of pig iron. The purchasing movement is not sensational but 
it is reguiar and of large aggregate volume 

“The striking thing about the buying is that it is for 
shipment as far ahead as possible. A great deal of the iron 
just sold has been for delivery over the entire last half of 
the year. So there is no question of the confidence the melt 
ers of iron have in regard to their trade for 1910. Without 
any doubt whatever this is going to be a year when all rec 
ords for the production and consumption of iron will be 
broken. As a matter of fact for two years the country has 
been wearing out the iron and steel actually in use faster 
than the wear and tear has been replaced, and all this has to 
be made up. In addition the natural expansion of the coun 
try and its increased needs mean an inevitably larger demand 
for pig iron. Prices are firm but unchanged. 

“Coke is much delayed in its movements by reason of the 
railroad congestion and the coke ovens have been much han 
dicapped by the severity of the weather.”
